2. On information and belief, Eric Siegel was hired by Kargo, Inc., on or 
before January 1 , 2000, as Chief Technical Officer. 

3. In connection with his acceptance of employment, Mr. Siegel executed an 
employment agreement ( enclosed as Exhibit A ) with Kargo, Inc. on January 1, 2000. In 
this agreement, Mr. Siegel promised to cooperate with Kargo, Inc. in securing patent 
protection for inventions made by him during the term of his employment at Kargo, Inc., 
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and furthermore assigned and agreed to assign all inventions stemming from his 
employment with Kargo, Inc. ( See Exhibit A, section 3 of the employment agreement ).
